GOEBBELS SEES 


INVASION LOSS 


Hun 
Minister 
Virtually 


Admits Allied Success 


In Coming Drive 


LONDON, June 25—A 
virtual 
admission that Allied troops will 
succeed In their 
initial invasion 
thrust against the European con­ 
tinent was made 
today 
by Nazi 
Propaganda 
Minister 
Dr. 
Paul 
Joseph 
Goebbels, 
although 
for 
obvious reasons he predicted ulti­ 
mate German victory. 
In a broadcast which 
brought 
to a climax the 
Nazi 
campaign 
emphasizing the grave 
invasion 
threat 
and 
the 
devastating 
effects of Allied 
aerial bombard­ 
ments, Goebbels 
was 
quoted as 
saying: 
"W e 
are 
prepared 
day 
and 
night for 
the 
eventuality 
that 
they (the Allies! 
will put 
their 
threats into practice and we have 
enough 
reserves 
to be 
able 
to 
meet 
them 
effectively 
at 
any 
point of our continnt after a cer­ 
tain intermediary time.” 
This 
phrase 
"certain 
inter­ 
mediary time” 
was 
interpreted 
as clear indication the 
Germans 
admit 
the 
feasibility of 
Allied 
landings and base their hopes on 
dealing auccessfully with invasion 
forces after a beachhead has been 
established. 
Goebbels 
told 
the 
German 
people quite 
bluntly 
that Great 
Britain and the United States are 
massing for attacks upon the con­ 
tinent and added: 
“ The only question is wrhen and 
where.” 
The propaganda 
minister said 
there is no comparison 
between 
the fighting in 
North Africa and 
Pantelleria and the

! Europe. 
" If forces encounter one anoth­

George V I returned to England by 
air early today to conclude a his­ 
toric 4,000-mile journey by plane 
and warship to North Africa, the 
British Mediterranean island bas­ 
tion of Malta and Tripoli. 
Escorted by IO Spitfire fighter 
planes of the Royal A ir Force, the 
king s four-engined bomber landed 
at an airport in England at 6:10 
a rn. 
Dressed in the tropical uniform 
of a field marshall and looking re­ 
markably well, the British mon­ 
arch immediately alighted 
from 
the plane. He entered a waiting 
auto w’hich carried him to the offi­ 
cers’ mess at the airfield where 
tea was served. 
King George arrived back 
on 
home soil earlier than 
expected 
after his fortnight of travel and 
had to wait at the airport for the 
arrival of Prime Minister Winston 
Churchill w'ho came from London 
to meet him. 
Five minutes after King George 
had gone to the mess hall, 
tne 
huge black auto bearing the prime 
minister drove up and Churchill 
stepped out. He seemed to take an 
extra hard bite on his long cigar 
when he learned that the king al­ 
ready had arrived and had gone to 
the mess hall. The prime minister 
stepped back into his auto 
and 
went to join his majesty. 
The king and Churchill 
drove 
together to Buckingham 
palace 
where the king was reunited with 
his family.

PRIN C ETO N . N. J., June 25- 
Dr. Albert Einstein, author of the 
theory of relativity, confirmed to­ 
day that he would devote his full 
time and energy to war work for 
the U. S. Navy. 
Dr. Einstein, whose war assign­ 
ment was described in Star Shell, 
the Navy department’s ordnance 
publication aa "special research on 
phenomena governing explosives” 
will serve as a staff member ex­ 
traordinary of the bureau of ord­ 
nance. 
"Dr. Einstein will turn his re­ 
nowned talents toward the theory 
of explosion.seeking to determine 
what laws govern the more 
ob­ 
scure waves of detonation. . .and 
other highly technical theories,” 
the ordnance publication said. 
" I am very happy to place my­ 
self at the government’s disposal,” 
Dr. Einstein said. "W hat I am do­ 
ing deserves no more notice than 
what countless others are doing.” 
The noted physicist came to this 
country in 1933 to escape Nazi 
persecution and is now a U. 
S. 
citizen. He has been attached to 
the Princeton university faculty 
for the last ten years.

Y A N K GENERAL 
ON 
PLANE LOST 
IN K I E L R A I D 


LONDON, June 25—An Ameri­ 
can air general, Brig. Gen. Nathan 
Forrest, was lost during the F ly ­ 
ing Fortress raids on the German 
ports of Kiel and Bremen on June 
13, European headquarters of the 
United States Arm y disclosed to­ 
day. 
The headquarters announcement 
said that Gen. Forrest is missing 
along with the crew of one of the 
Forts which failed to return from 
the mission. 
Gen. Forrest, a native of Mem­ 
phis, Tenn., was the great-grand­ 
son and namesake of the famous 
Confederate army cavalry officer 
who coined the phrase: "Get thar 
fustest with the mostest men.” 
Gen. Forrest’s wife resides at 
Spokane, Wash. He is the first 
listed casualty among American 
generals in combat in the Euro­ 
pean theatre. 
• 
The air general was traveling 
as observer aboard 
the 
fortress 
piloted by Cap. Harry A. Stirwalt 
of Spokane. Tile co-pilot was Maj. 
Allan W. Wilder, of Garden City, 
' N. Y. 
Crew members of other 
fort­ 
resses said that several parachutes 
opened when Forrest’s plane was 
hit and it is possible that the gen­ 
eral survived. 
Extremely popular with both the 
air and ground crews at his air­ 
drome, th# loss of Forrest was 
1 felt gieatly.

Ickes scheduled a conference for 
today with 29 of the nation’s lead­ 
ing coal producers to map a pro­ 
gram for federal control of the 
pits and "active government par­

management and operation.” 
B. F. 
Fairless, 
president 
of 
United States Steel, and Eugene 
Grace, president 
of 
Bethlehem 
Steel Company, topped the list of 
coal executives whom Ickes sum­ 
moned to Washington. He warned 
that "proxies” were not expected. 
Seek to End Strike 
A t the same time, United Mine 
Workers officials were in constant 
contact with local unions, seeking 
to enforce compliance 
with 
the 
"back-to-work” order 
issued by 
the international policy committee 
last Tuesday to end 
the 
third 
general gtrike of 540,000 miners. 
Only a fraction of the 22,000 
miners in Alabama returned 
to 
the pits abd an extremely laggard 
back-to-work movement also was 
reported in Pennsylvania. 
More 
than half of the latter 
state's 
125,000 miners were reported idle. 
Miners were also out in West V ir­ 
ginia. 
U M W representatives asserted 
that the original reluctance of the 
men to return to work without a 
contract was magnified by 
the 
announcement of President Roose­ 
velt that in the future strikers in 
government-seized plants or mines 
would be inducted into the army. 
John L. Lewis, UM W president, 
refused to sign a contract with 
the coal operators in the absence 
of portal-to-portal pay, but direct­ 
ed the miners to return to work 
for the government under terms 
of the old wage agreement, plus 
25 cents a day additional in vaca­ 
tion and tool allowances. 
Owners Displeased 
Mine owners meanwhile, contin­ 
ued to voice displeasure with the 
current situation and demanded 
return of their mines.

tries reeled anew today after an­ 
other heavy, concentrated attack 
by R A F bombers on 
Elberfeld, 
western half of the Ruhr valley 
city of Wuppertal. 
Meanwhile war bulletins 
also 
told of new Allied air assaults on 
Sicily and Sardinia and an import­ 
ant 
enemy-held 
airport 
near 
Salonika, in Greece. 
Acknowledgement by the B rit­ 
ish •air ministry that 33 bombers 
failed to return from the latest 
assault on the Ruhr indicated the 
attacking force consisted of more 
than 600 giant planes. 
Chemical and ball-bearing fac­ 
tories, among the industrial plants 
which sprawl for IO miles along 
the banks of the Wupper river, 
were believed among the targets. 
Industrial Area 
The eastern half of Wuppertal, 
which consists of the 
industrial 
town of Barmen, was blasted with 
a great weight of bombs last M ay 
29. The R A F hurled 1,500 tons of 
blockbusters and incendiaries oa 
Landen and it was believed that 
an almost equal amount of high 
explosives were loosed on Elber­ 
feld. 
W hile the big bombers were at­ 
tacking 
Wuppertal 
last 
night, 
lighter R A F planes swept 
over 
Holland in intruder raids. 
They 
shot down at least one enemy air­ 
cra ft 
German planes appeared

England during the night, but the 
air ministry said the enemy

raids were of slight importance.

Lightning fighter planes, blasted a 
railroad junction and factories at

at Golfo Aranci, where three Axis 
vessels were hit. 
In the night attack on Sicily, 
Wellingtons dropped block-busters 
and other bombers on industrial 
plants and railroad yards at Ca­ 
tania. 
American 'heavy bombers from 
the Middle East struck at

Sedes airport near 
Salonika 
in 
j Greece. They scored direct hits on 
three hangars and (HI supplies, all 
of which burst into

KILLS D A N C E R 


CHICAGO, 
June 
25— Chicago 
today recorded a fatality Indirect­ 
ly caused by the Japanese bomb­ 
ing of Shanghai August 13, 1937. 
The victim was Eleanor Anis, a 
Chicago 
ballet 
dancer, 
whose 
career was ended by the shock she 
suffered in the bombing. 
The day before the attack, Miss 
Anis, then 31, was married 
to 
Charles Szita, her dancing part­ 
ner. Szita said he and his bride 
were in their room at the Cathay 
hotel in Shanghai s international 
settlement when a direct 
bomb 
hit shattered the upper floors of 
the hotel. 
They were evacuated to Manila 
and immediately returned to Chi­ 
cago, but Miss Anis never recov­ 
ered her health. She died at her 
home yesterday from a nervous 
alin int physicians ascribed to the 
bombing.

There's a Change Due 
The quotation indicates to my 
conservative mind that when the 
emergency is all over it is most un­ 
likely that the distribution of food 
will be left in the hands of the 
bureaucrats. They have not shown 
any conspicuous knack in conduct­ 
ing an over-all paternal manage­ 
ment of the distribution of food, 
nor adjusting food prices to the 
pocketbook level of the average 
American family. 
Undoubtedly part of the confu- 
aion is due to the fact that Ameri­ 
cans are unaccustomed to working 
on a point ration system. And 
that is a good augury for the fu­ 
ture. But the way in which one 
commodity is advertised aa very 
scarce one week and then the next 
week la so plentiful that its ration 
point value must be reduced in or­ 
der to use up the surplus must 
drive a Socialistic-minded Har­ 
vard bureaucrat nuts. Again I am 
encouraged because it shows that 
the law of supply and demand still 
works no matter how much they 
attempt to caulk up the holes in 
the dam, and I like to live in a 
world of law and order. 


I do not believe from the study 
of such authoritative surveys as I 
have been able to obtain that the 
diversion of food to civilian pop­ 
ulations of other lands threatens 
to impose any deficiencies on the 
American people. 
The severest 
criticism of the Surplus Commo­ 
dities Corporation which I have 
read concludes that at one time the 
corporation had stored enough 
food to supply a full month’s ra­ 
tion of 48 points for half a million 
people. And that is not serious, 
because the stores w ere not perish­ 
able and will be used somewhere, 
sometime.

John’s Counsel to Christians 


HIGHLIGHTS ON THE SUNDAY SCHOOL LESSON 


By NEWMAN CAMPBELL 
(The 
International 
Uniform 
Lesson on the above topic for June 
27 is II John and III John, the 
Golden Text being III John 2 "Be­ 
loved, I pray that in all things 
thou mayest prosper and be in 
haalth, even as thy soul prosper­ 
e d .") 


OUR LESSON today consists of 
tw'O private letters written by 
Jo h n -tw o of three contained in 
the New' Testament, the other be­ 
ing by Paul. We do not know just 
w’here these letters were written, 
nor exactly what time; but It may 
have been at Epheaua, where John 
lived for the most part after 
Jesus’ ascension, and the time 
m ight be about A. D. $0-95. 
These letter* to good friend* 
give us a picture of the life of 
these early Christian people and 
somehow' make them seem nearer 
to u*. not Just some ancient people 
whose joys snd problems are far 
aw ay and utterly different from 
our own. 
The first letter is to the "elect 
lady.” She ta simply called that, 
and no one knows who she was or 
what her name was. Some have 
called her Electa: others think her 
name may have been Kyria. a 
common Greek womans name, 
but w’e have no proof that either 
name was hers, and will call her, 
as John does, the "elect lady." 
The letter begins: "The elder 
unto the elect lady and her chil­ 
dren, whom I love in truth: and 
not I only, but also all they that 
have known the truth." 
Impressive Greeting 
In our day of informality, the 
greetings of these ancient people. 
both when meeting on the road or 
when writing, is most impressive. 
The salutations are also very 
sweet and beautiful. 
"Grace be with you. mercy, and 
peace, from God the Father, and 
from the Lord Jesus Christ, the 
Son of the Father, in truth and 
love,” John begins. 
He tells her he ha* rejoiced 
greatly 
that 
her children 
are 
’’walking in truth," and then be­ 
seeches her. "no* as though I 
write a new* commandment unto 
hee. but that which we had from 
he beginning, that we love one 
m other " 
How* many times rn the New 
Testament are we told to love one 
mother, and how sadly we fail to 
>b«y this command. 
Next John’s letter warns this 
ady not to allow “a deceiver" to 
•nter her house nor even wish 
lim 
Cod 
speed, 
because 
that 
night make her a "partaker of hi* 
•vll deeds." We might apply this 
o our lives by shunning evil 
•ompanions. We all naturally Ing­ 
ate those with whom we are 
losely associated. Not only do we 


imitate 
their 
mannerisms, 
but 
their 
speech 
and 
even 
their 
thoughts and ways of living. Isn t 
it much better, then, to choose 
friends who have high ideals and 
live fine lives, tnan to choose those 
that do us no good and probably 
do us harm? 
He concludes by saying that he 
has many things to say, but would 
not "w rite with paper and Ink," as 
he hopes to see her and her fam ­ 
ily before long. The "paper" he 
speaks of wa* Egyptian papyrus, 
and the ink was lamp black and 
gall juice or soot and water. This 
is the only time in the New Testa­ 
ment where paper is mentioned. 
la tte r to Gains 
The second epistle was written 
to a friend named Gaius. There 
are four men by that name in the 
New Testament—one a member 
of the church at Corinth, a com­ 
panion of Paul seized at Ephesus, 
and a third a companion of Paul’s. 
The one to whom John wrote this 
letter was still another. John be­ 
gins with a beautiful salutation: 
"Beloved. 
I 
wish 
above 
all 
things that thou mayest prosper 
and be in health, even as thy soul 
prospered." 
John was sure that Gaius’ soul 
was in health, for he says, "I have 
no greater joy than to hear that 
my children walk in truth.” 
He then commends Gaius for his 
faithful work. These preachers 
and teachers of the early church 
went from place to place In the 
name of the Lord Jesus, preaching 
the word. They were poor and had 
to depend upon the hospitality of 
other members of the church for 
food and lodging. 
Even among those first disciples 
of the Master there were some 
who were selfish snd self-seeking 
It seems almost Impossible that so 
soon after Jesus’ passing they 
would forget his life and teaching, 
but so it was, as It is today. John 
writes to Gaius of Diotrephes. who 
was such a man. He wanted to 
dominate the church, to "boss" it, 
as we would say today. He had 
forgotten Jesus’ injunction that 
he "who would be greatest among 
you. let him be your servant." 
and 
took it upon 
himself 
to 
say who should be received of 
the congregation and who should 
not. and worse still, spoke mali­ 
ciously of John and others of the 
faithful, refusing to receive them 
and even easting them out of the 
church. John wrote that he would 
remember these things when he 
visited the church. 
Demetrius he spoke of warmly, 
ss a man who "hath good report 
of all men. snd of the truth itself.’’ 
He concludes his letter: 
"I trust I shall shortly see thee 
and we shall speak face to face. 
Peace be with thee. Our friends 
salute thee. Greet the friends by 
name."

THE VICTORY garden can be 
made beautiful, as well as practi­ 
cal by the use of herbs as edging 
plants. There are many pot herbs, 
Hilad herbs and seasoning herbs 
from which to choose. 
Sage, one of the most important 
of the kitchen herbs, can be 
grown from seeds, or plants can 
be purchased which are ready to 
set o u t Once started more plants 
of the sage can be propagated by 
means of cuttings, layering or di­ 
visions. To keep the plants grow­ 
ing neatly, when sage is used as 
an edging plant, they should be 
divithd biennially, otherwise they 
are apt to become straggly. 
The shoots of sage should be 
gathered for drying purposes be­ 
fore the flower stems develop, as 
illustrated in the accompanying 
Garden-Graph, In fact, the fo h ^ e 


of sage plants should not be per­ 
mitted to grow 
too high but 
should be cut off at least two or 
three times a year. This results in 
a large number of side shoots, 
w’hich, in turn, are especially full 
of flavor. 
Basil is another important herb. 
It grows easily from seed into a 
plant about one foot high. It 
branches 
profusely, 
forming 
a 
c o m p a c t , globular bush. The 
leaves of basil can oe cut off as 
soon as the plants are big enough 
but should not be cut In quanti­ 
ties for drying until the flowers 
begin to open, as illustrated. After 
the first heavy cutting feed the 
plants well and they will continue 
to grow and put forth leaves pro­ 
fusely. Roots of strong plants can 
be potted for a winter's supply of 
seasoning.
